Many 
of them have left since the strike was begun, 
but of the great number remaining a liberal 
estimate places the maximum blackleg 
list at ten, It will be seen, therefore, that 
enough are not working to in any degree 
affect the strike.

The latter class are men, it 
is generally asserted, who do not work in. the 
mines ordinarily, because the operators will

Would Continue the Strike Indefinitely. 

As to the question which has recently be- 
come prominent in connection with the mat- 
ter being discussed, and which implies a doubt 
as to what the popular vote of the miners on 
continuing or discontinuing the strike would 
be, efforts were made to ascertain the prevail- 
ing impression among miners and other citi- 
zens of Clay County, with the result that al- 
most universally was encountered the single 
idea that 95 per cent of the men at the least 
would cast their ballots for the mamtenance of 
the struggle indefinitely.

I have never heard among our representative 
men the faintest murmur of discontent or the 
slightest whisper in favor of returning to 
work. Weare a unit in the determination to 
win this strike. and nothing short of the fail- 
ure of the food supply can defeat us. Upon 
the necessities of subsistence we are, of course, 
dependent. This strike is a repetition of 
the seven months’ strike two years ago. If 
that had succeeded the present one would 
never have occurred, and so the present one 
will go on and on until we are brought up on 
the inter-State scale to the notch where we 
belong.

He stated that he had never enter- 
tained much faith in the reports of weakenmg 
among the strikers, and felt that no hope of a 
settlement was in sight. Ou the previous

HISTORY OF THE INDIANA STRIKES. 


Their Former Frequent Occurrence and 
Conferences Held for Settiement. 

Braziz, Ind., Dec. 11.—(Special.|—The 
strike in the Indiana bituminous coal fields 
has practically tied up the bulk of the output 
from the collieries of this State, and no speedy 
settlement of the present difficulties between 
miners and operators is promised. 

In 1886 Indiana shipped 489,000 tons, in 1887 
812,000 tons, and manufacturers’ and dealers’ 
contracts with operators during the present 
year call for over a million tonnage. These 
contracts cannot be filled unless the collieries 
are put into immediate operation. [If 
the operators «accede to the demands 
of the strikers for a 10 per cent increase of 
wages they claim their contracts would be 
filled at great loss and the mines had better 
remain idle. The striking miners number 
8,000, and 24,000 people are dependent for 
sustenance on their wages. The strike was 
ordered Nov, 1, and since that time hundreds 
of eases of destitution have been reported in 
mining lands contiguous to Brazil and Ox- 
ford. 

A geveral and a specific cause figure in the 
present difficulties between mmers ana opera- 
tors. The general cause is the Columbus scale 
in vogue between miners and operators in the 
five great coal mining States and 
the specific cause a breach of the 
contract entered into by Indiana miners 
and operators at the commencement of the 
present season. Six years ago was evelved 
the scheme for paying miners, not by the day, 
but by the amount of product mined and 
weighed out above ground. 

Strikes and lockouts were previous to this of 
almost monthly occurrence. No fixed scale or 
agreement held miners and operators to tnut- 
ual obligations and both twok advantage 
of favorable times and markets to work any 
possible hardships on each other. When the 
market was high and coal scarce the miners 
went out on a strike, and when the output was 
abundant operators did not hesitate to close 
down collieries where past belligerents were 
at work. Six years ago President John 
McBride of the American coal opera- 
tors called for a conference between 
delegates trom the miners and operators to 
discuss some general plan for settling the 
often recurring strikes and lockouts. The 
meeting was beld in Plasterers’ Hall, Chicago. 
Operators had little faith then in the move- 
ment and W. P. Rend, McBride, and two 
operators from Pennsylvania were the only 
ones attendant on the opening session. Chris 
Evans, Secretary of the National Federation 
of Labor, President Lewis.of the Wire-Work- 
ers’ Associated Union, and Dan McLaughlin, 
President of the Illinois Miners’ Union, rep- 
resented the miners. Much was done at the 
conference, and an adjournment was taken to 
Pittsburg, where at the ensuing conference 
the representation from mining States of 
miners and operators was general. 

The next conference at Columbus, O.. 
was attended by all the leading operators in 
the country, and all the miners’ unions, and a 
scale, or working price for coal mined, was 
agreed upon. For some time the agreement 
was kept by both parties. Strikes were un- 
known.

ASKE 5 TO BUY STOCK. | 


PROPOSITION OF WORLD'S FAIR DI- 
RECTORS TO THE GOVERNMENT. 


They Would Have It Appropriate $5,000,- 
000 and Stand on the Same Basis That 
the City ‘and Other Stockholders Do— 
Unnecessary to Go to Washington to Se- 
cure a Loan for the Fair—The Directors 
Outline Their Position—How the Board 
of Control Looks atthe Matter. 


World’s Fair Directors have formally placed 
themselves on record as desiring an appropria- 
tion of $5,000,000 from Congress in aid of the 
Exposition. They took such action at a meet- 
ing of the board yesterday afternoon, and 
gave four specific reasons for making the re- 
quest. They also decided to present a me- 
morial to Congress on the subject. 

According to the action of the directors 
Congress or the Government will be asked in 
making the appropriation to become practi- 
cally a stockholder of the Exposition, and 
stand in the same relation to the enterprise 
that the City of Chicago does and the 30,000 
subseribers to the capital stoek of the 
Fair. The Chicago City Council has agreed to 
give the Exposition management $5,000,000, 
the same to be the p of the sale of 
bonds for that amount. city, in devoting 
its money to. the Exposition, occupies no pre- 
ferred position, but stands in the relation of a 
common stockholder, and will be repaid no 
more nor less on the dollar than the smallest 
shareholder. 

It is in this relation to the Exposition that 
the Board of Directors desires Congress to 
stand in appropriating $5,000,000. It will not 
be exactly an outmght appropriation. The 
lowest estimate yet made as to what per cent 
will be realized by stockholders on their in- 
vestment is 50 centson the dollar, so that 
Congress may in the end be out of pocket 
approximately not more than $3,000,000. 

The idea of asking a loan, it appears, has 
been entirely abandoned, inasifuch as the 
directors think that if a loan only were de- 
sired there would be no occasion to go to 
Congress. This was evidenced by a memorial 
received by the directors yesterday and signed 
by the leading capitalists and bankers of Chi- 
cago, who practically said ‘that they would be 
willing to loan the money if requested. The 
names of the memorial signers are good for a 
great many millions of dollars. 

The Recommendations Adopted. 

In arriving at a decision on the appropria- 
tion question the Board of Directors adopted 
undnimously the recommendations ot the 
Finance committee. This committee has for 
three weeks been holding almost daily ses- 
sions, and its report, the adoption of which 
yesterday outlined the policy of the Board of 
Directors, is as follows: 

Your Finance committee has carefully consid 
ered the matter of financial policy in order to 
meet the requirements of the estimates submitted 
at the last meeting of this board, and after thor- 
ough investigation and consultation with many of 
the leading shareholders and citizens submits the 
following: 

Your committee does not believe it is wise to 
ask foraloan from Congress, but recommends 
that proper efforts be made to secure an appro- 
priation of $5,000,000 to be repaid on the same basis 
that the City of Chicago will receive. finds from 
the results of the Exposition for the aid ranted 
by the city. 

The reasons for this conclusion are:

Second—Inasmuch as the enlarged scope of the 
i Exposition calls for about $18,000,000 from this 
corporation before the opening of the Exposition 
in May, 1803, it would seem unwise to exhaust 
our credit and resources in borrowing of the 
National Government and thus render it more 
ditlicult to obtain in Chicago the additional 


‘ amount required. 


Third—We believe that the power of Congress 
to make such appropriation is not as likely to be 
called into question as its power to loan the 
amount desired, and that the probability of suc- 
cess is as great in making the application in the 
form above requested as well as being more con- 
sistent with the dignity of the undertaking and 
of its relations to the National Government. 

Fourth The above policy is encouraged and 
indorsed by nearly all of the shareholders and 
citizens with whom your committee has had com- 
munication, as is evidenced by the accompanying 
communication addressed to your board. 

We, therefore, recommend that a memorial in 
accordance with the above report be prepared and 
snbmitted to Congress, and that proper steps be 
taken to forward the desired legislation.

Curcaado, Dec. 8.—To the President and Board 
of Directors of the World's Columbian Exposition 
—Gentlemen: Our attention has been called to 
the fact that the report of the Finance committee 
of your body discloses that upon a careful and 
conservative-estimate the cost of making such suit- 
able and adequate preparation for holding the 
Exposition in 1893 as the manifest spirit aud in- 
tent of the act of Congress approved April 5. 
1890, roq@ires, will involve an expenditure of not 
less than $18,000,000. 

In making your corporation one of the agencies 
for executing its will Congress enacted that your 
constituents, the citizens of Chicago, should 
furnish a site and $10,000,000 for the purpose of the 
Exposition, and to complete preparations for 
holding the same. 

A site confessedly sufficient and satisfactory has 
fate furnished and $10,000,000 provided, thus 
meeting in that behalf every expressed and im- 
plied obligation imposed by said act upon the 
citizens of Chicago. 

To complete the work of preparation the sum of 
$10,000,000 provided for in said act was undoubt- 
edly estimated by Congress to be fully adequate. 

In the report of your committee attention is 
directed to the fact that since the passage of the 
act of Congress and the selection of a site foreign 

nations have, with great unanimity, accepted the 
invitation of the Government of the United States 
to participate in the Exposition, and to enable 
them to properly install their exhibits will re- 
guire much larger space than was originally con- 
templated. It has also been ascertained that the 
several States and domestic exhibiters must have 
a much larger area than was at first deemed am- 
ple to meet their necessities. 

As a result it became obvious to the National 
Commission and to your board that if the pro- 
posed International Exposition was to conform 
to the intention of Congress, as manifest in the 
act projecting it, and be in any proper degree 
worthy of the Nation, more extensive buildings 
and increased facilities for exhibition would be 
indispensable. 

In the presence of these facts the National 
Commission, as in duty bound, very properly de- 
manded not only that the site, furnished by you 
should be ampie, but that the scope and plan of 
the Exposition should be commensurate with the 
needs of foreign governments and domestic ex- 
hibiters and of such character asin all things 
to decently comport with the dignity and honor 
of the Nation. 

We heartily indorse its action as being wise and 
judicious, and your directory in conforming your 
work of preparation to the requirements of the 
enterprise as made manifest by actual conditions 
deserves the approval of all patriotic citizens 
everywhere, and has our unqualified sanction.

ANN ARBOR’S COLLEGE PAPER SEIZED. 


Certain Remarks in It Against Co-Educa- 
tion Displease the Faculty. 

Axx Anon, Mich., Dec. 11,—[Special. ]— 
The college‘authorities seized the November 
number of the Inlander, a university journal, 
as it was coming from the press this morning 
and would not allow the issue to proceed until 
an article condemning co-education, written 
by &. P. Jacobs of Detroit, was expunged. 
Jacobs says: 

The admission of women was soon followed by 
a decline in attendance upon the university, by a 
considerable decline in numbers attending the 
literary department. by a large decrease in the 
male academic attendance, by a serious and still 
continuing diminution in the number of male 
classical students, and by a noticeable reduction 
in the annual number of male academic graduates, 
many classes being smaller than their predeces- 
sors of ten or fifteen years before. The medical 
department, where many women have studied, 
has lost men, while the law school and the school 
of pharmacy, two schools where few women enter, 
show ea large growth. 

Jacobs then quotes many figurés to prove 
his statements and continues: 

Co-education has catised the name of Michigan 
University to be stricken from its place among 
universities like Yale, Harvard, and Princeton, 
and it is now listed with Oberlin, Hiilsdale, Gen- 
esee, and Albion. 

Jacobs believes there is danger that the 
time will come when no young man having 
money to sustain himself at an Eastern col- 
lege will enlist under the banner of the yellow 
and blue. The affair has created the-most in- 


tense excitement here. 


Shot for Throwing a Snowball.

ADMIRAL MONTT ANSWERS ‘THE 
PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


He Declares That the Sentiment of His 
Country Is Friendly to the United States 
and Thinks the Result of the Baltimore 
Inquiry Will Be Satisfactory to Uncle 
Sam—Assurances Made Secretary Blaine 
—Some Bombast from English Sources 
American Ships in the South Pacific. 

[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Vatrararso, Chile, Dec. 11.— President 
Jorge Montt has sent the Chilean Ministers 
in the United States 
and Europe a reply to 
President Harrison's 
message to the Con- 
gress 
States in relation to 
the assault on the sail- 
ors who landed from 
the cruiser Baltimore. 
He deciares that the 
Chilean authorities 
have never attempted 
in the slightest partic- 
ular apy responsibility 
for which the country 
may be justly held, but he insists that the 
proper and ordinary forms of Chilean prcced- 
ure must be observed. 

President Montt today consented to be in- 
terviewed relative to Mr. Harrison's message, 
which is regarded by many prominent people 
in Chile as being intended to prepare the 
American people for a hostile movement, 
against this country. President Montt said 
he was fully convinced that in the-end the 
American people would judge the Baltimore 
affair without bias. There was no doubt in 
his mind that the Congress of the United 
States would act with fairness in the matter, 
and that justice would be dove by the govern- 
ments of both the United States and Chile. 

Thinks Uncle Sam Will Wait. 

“ The closing sentences of Mr. Harrison’s 
message, said President Montt, show that 
he will await the conclusion of the investiga- 
tion now being made before taking agressive 
action. So believing, I have not the slightest 
idea of any trouble between the two countries. 
We are desirous of cultivating amicable rela- 
tions with all countries, and have no desire 
for any difficulty with the United States. 

No acknowledgment has been made of the 
receipt of the letter sent the Chilean Govern- 
ment Nov. 9 asking for copies of the testi- 
mony of witnesses in the investigation into 
the Baltimore affair. Six days ago a reply 
was sent to the letter of Secretary 
Biaine to Minister Montt at Washington 
in which the Amorican Secretary of 
State says that safe conducts were granted 
the refugees who were in the German and 
French Legations, which privilege was denied 
those seeking asylum in the American Lega- 
tion.

CHILE MUST BE BROUGHT TO TIME. 


Uncle Sam Will Make a Naval Demonstra- 
tion in South American Waters. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 11.—[Special. ]— 
The Chilean affair is becoming the important 
topic again in diplomatic and naval circles, 
From Minister Egan and Capt. Schley it has 
been learned that Judge of Crimes Foster has 
concluded his report of the investigation or- 
dered by the Chilean Government and the re- 
ply of that government, based ,upon his 
report, is thérefore naturally expected at an 
early date. Several cablegrams have been 
received from Capt. Schley and Mr. Egan 
within the last few days giving unofficially 
the probable decision of the Chilean author- 
ities. The dispatches strongly hint that 
the reply will be far from’ satisfactory to 
this government, This is a résult än- 
ticipated for some time by the Navy De- 
partment, and the fact that there has 
been no cessation of the active preparations 
began weeks ago for meeting possible emer- 
gencies shows that late information has not 
changed the unfavorable aspect of the case. 
There is no longer hiding the fact that the 
administration fully believes that a naval 
demonstration in Chilean waters will be neces- 
sary, and that the Navy Department, antici- 
pating such a result, has made every possible 
effort to have all the available craft in a state 
of readiness when calied upon.

Loxpox, Dec. 11.—Four hundred of the 
rural delegates to the National Liberal Feder- 
ation conference, which opened yesterday in 
Memorial Hall, partonk of a breakfast this 
morning, at which the principal guest was Mr. 
Gladstone. He was accompanied by his wife. 
When Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone entered the 
great room in which the breakfast was given 
there was a scene of great enthusiasm.

Wiggins Ferry Company Given $378,260

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Dec. 11.—[Special, ]—-Word 
was received here today tothe effect that the 
Hon. George H. Shieids,referee in the great suit 
for damages brought by the Wiggins Ferry 
company against the Chicago and Alton rail- 
road company for non-fulfillment of contract, 
had filed his decision, and that it was 
adverse to the Chicago and Alton com- 
pany.

cratic timber. In refusing to carry out the will of 
the vast majority of the Democratic party and of 
the people of the United States the Democrats of 
the present Congress have not done their duty.

Tun Tano has said again and again dur- 
ing the last month that the Democrats were 
abandoning their free-trade position and 
their campaign of education, and scurry 
ing back with great haste, and generally with 
little dignity, to the ground they occupied in 
1884.

It has but one faint hope to 
console it, and that is that the next National 
Democratic convention will probably attend 
to the case satisfactorily to those who stand 
with the Democratic party because of its 
principles and who are not afraid to make a 
square issue with the Republicans.” The 
word probably shows that the editor is hot 
quite sure on the point.

"OURS IS THE ONLY WAY.” 

The majority of the speakers at the twenty- 
eighth anniversary of the Washingtonian 
Home in this city seemed to be laboringunder 
the idea that it was their duty to sneer at the 
Keeley cure for intemperance. One of them 
was sufficiently charitable to give it the bene- 
fit of a doubt, saying that if Dr. Keeley were 
doing any good he was glad of it, but even he 
was emphatic in the declaration that drunken- 
ness is a moral disease and calls for a moral 
remedy. Another objected that a certain in- 
stitution is godless, and therefore a failure. A 
third could not omit the pleasure of the re- 
mark that the gold put into the veins of the 
patient at Dwight is his own gold,“ as if there 
were anything disreputable in such a fact, and 
a correspondent wrote: “I want no chloride 
of gold in mine.“ It is due to the President 
and Superintendent to say that each of those 
gentlemen claimed the institution is not re- 
sponsible for these uncomplimentary refer- 
ences, and that no opposition to the Keeley 
cure is inculcated at the home. 

There should be no objection to a man 
praising the bridge that carried him over. It 
is natural that these speakers, who were suc- 
cessfully treated at the Washingtonian Home, 
should feel kindly in regard to the place and 
the methods pursued there. They do well to 
recommend it to such friends as may be in 
need of the reformatory processes it offers. 
But that does not warrant them in speaking 
disparagingly of any other method, and 
especially of one that has been so abundantiy 
successful as the Keeley cure, and which one 
of their number unwarrantably alleges to be 
“making astrong bid for popular favor.” 
There can be but a single reason for their pro- 
nounced opposition, unless it be sheer envy of 
success, and it might be uncharitable to ac- 
cuse them of that animus. It is the sentiment 
which prevails extensively in the ranks of the 
W. C. T. U., though it is pleasant to know 
that it is not shared by all the members of 
that organization. The great fault found 
with the Keeley cure is that it is a godless 
one, though the charge is no more true than 
it would be of voting at the polls or relieving 
the pangs of poverty by a man who does not 
earry the Bible under his arm. As well might 
they object to the practice of a physician who, 
when called to prescribe for a patient, does so 
without troubling himself as to the religious 
belief of the sick person or asking him to re- 
member that the drugs will not help his case 
unless he joins some one of the churches. 

There is no disputing the fact that the long 
continued indulgence in stimulants intensifies 
the original craving for the excitement they 
produce, or that in the great majority of cases 
the appetite thus heightened by habit is so 
strong that appeals to the moral nature are in-

Such sneers as those quoted above 
indicate anything but a sincere desire for the 
reformation of the intemperate unless it be 
accomplished in one particular way. 


MR. SPRINGER’S TARIFF POLICY. 

There seems to be a general impression that 
Mr. Springer will be made Chairman of the 
Committee on Ways and Means. ° Possibly 
thatis the reason why that gentleman has 
given out once more his ideas regarding the 
tariff. He says as before that he is in favor of 
the passage of separate bills putting wool, 
salt, lumber, coal, cotton and binding- 
twine on the free list. In addition to that he 
wants a strong committee on manufactures 
appointed “with able investigators on it.“ 
He thinks it should be divided into five sub- 
committees, each to investigate a specified 
class of industries: 5 

These subcommittees could go on during the 
session and also during the recess, Their in- 
quiries should not be conducted with a spirit of 
hostility toward the manufacturers, but with a 
view to ascertain the bottom facts and ascertain 
in each case what, if any, degree of protection is 
needed, as I have a suspicion that frequently it is 
represented that they need a great deal more pro- 
tection than is really the case. It should be as- 
certained what is the labor cost on things pro- 
duced, the wages paid, whether the work be 
steady or not, thé profits on actual capital and 
not on “watered” stock, the relative cost of pro- 
duction here and abroad, whether there are tacit 
or direct agreements to limit production, and 
much more information of a practical character. 
This information is not now to be had. If we win 
in the elections this information would enable us 
to form a tariff bill adapted to the country's 
needs and one that could become a law, and we 
will pass it in the Fifty-third Congress. 

It is true that a Senate committee, of which 
Mr. Carlisle is one of the members, has been 
going over much the same ground with great 
thoroughness during the last summer—has 
investigated personally and has had the em- 
ployés of the Bureau of Labor at work for it. 
Nevertheless it is not unlikely that Mr. Spring- 
er's scheme will be carried out. It will keep 
fifteen able investigators”? out of mischief 
during the Presidential campaign, and may 
make it necessary for some or all of them to 
take a trip abroad to ascertain the cost of pro- 
duction of goods there. Some of the free- 
trade Democrats in the House may not relish 
Mr. Springer’s assumption that this informa- 
tion is necessary, for they believe that if an 
industry cannot live without protection, no 
matter how little, then it ought to die. They 
wish all competitive goods let in free, think- 
ing that the shortest way to find out what 


American industries would live without pro- 


tection. That was the Democratic creed up 
to the day of the Ohio election, but it has been 
modified decidedly siace then. 

As for Mr. Springor’s six little bills, there 
will be no difficulty about putting them 
through the House reasonably early in the 
session with no debate. But that will not be 
the case in the Senate. Members of that 
body, Democrats and Republicans, will have 
a chance to offer amendments and to discuss 
them. If Mr. Mills is a Senator at that time, 
which is not unlikely, he will have an oppor- 
tunity to offer a general Tariff bill embody- 
ing his ideas of the changes which should be 
made in duties, and to give his reasons for be- 
lieving the Democratic party should make it 
the feature of its Presidential campaign. Mr. 
Carlisle, if he felt like it, can imitate Mr. 
Mills’ example. The single bill to take the 
duty off salt will be sufficient to open the en- 
tire tariff question and disprove this talk about 
a “harmonious Democracy.“ 


ARGENTINE FOLLIES AND FOOLS. 

A statement of the Argentine national in- 
debtedness is furnished in a recent issue of the 
Buenos Ayres Standard, and the account is an 
appalling one when it is remembered that the 
whole of the load rests on the shoulders of a 
little more than five millions of people. The 
national debt is $481,200,000, the interest charge 
on which is $22,000,000 per annum. In addi- 
tion to this there are the provincial indebted 
ness of $142,560,000, a floating debt of $15,700,- 
000, a currency debt of $60,000,000, and a rail- 
road debt of $80,000,000, besides the cedulas, 
the amount of which is piaced at $100,100,000. 
These items make a total of $888,560,000, with 
an annual interest charge of $46,500,000, or $9 
per head for every man, woman, and child in 
the country. The burden is all the greater 
because of the general prostration of indus- 
tries, which is a legitimate sequel to the un- 
wise excitement that raged for a few years 
and carried prices of real estate to about twice 
their present altitude. 

The above figures include a reduction of all 
currency obligations to gold value on a basis 
of 450 to 100. The funded debt alone is other- 
wise stated to have reached $624,000,000 in 
gold, exclusive of railroad guarantees, cedulas, 
or currency debts, and the interest on it 
amounts to $140,000,000 currency per annum. 
This enormous interest charge is stated to be 
unquestionably more than the aggregate rev- 
enue of the nation, the fourteen provinces, 
ana the cities of Buenos Ayres and Rosario. 
The Standard insists in view of these facts 
that the country cannot possibly pay more 
than 1 per cent interest on its debts for ten or 
twenty years to come. It thinks that full pay- 
ment may be resumed in about forty years, 
but even this remote expectation appears to 
be based on the hope that during the interval 
the country will have been filled up by immi- 
gration, and that trade and commerce will re- 
vive under the stimulus thus afforded. It may 
well be asked if the necessity of assuming a 
share of such a financial burden will not act 
as a bar to immigration so long as other lands 
are open to settlers, 

It is not strange that the folks who have 
borrowed all this money, which must be paid 
back by future generations if at all, are now 
claiming that their dilemma is the fault of the 
lenders. One of the number, named Obligado, 
is reported to have made a speech in the House 
of Deputies Oct. 21, in which he elaborately 
reviewed the situation, “laying the blame for 
the country’s present plight upon the European 
bankers, who being men of experience were 
in duty bound to warn our rulers of the danger 
of overborrowing, instead of forcing on us 
more money than we wanted or could possibly 
pay.” The London Neonomist publishes a 
letter from Buenos Ayres, the writer of which 
states that the customary title given in Argen- 
tina to . people who have loaned money to 
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the country is on the verge of 
delirium tremens as the sequel 
violent dissipation. . Yet with such an 


sufficiently like thoge adopted in Argentina 
to bring about similar disastrous results in 
the United Stater, 


WHY COOK COUNTY JUDGES RESIGN. 

-Within a comparatively short time three of 
the Judges of this county have resigned to be- 
come counsel for large local corporations. 
Another—Judge Moran—is going to\follow in 
their footsteps and deprive the judiciary of 
one of its ablest and most trusted members. 
It is said that his three predecessors are get- 
ting about thrice as much as they did while 
on the bench, where they received 7,000. 
Their work, while more kesponsible, is less 
confining and fatigumg. It is not surprising 
that the prospect of getting in one year the 
income of two or three should induce men to 
lay down judicial honors. 

These secessions from the bench have caused 
the question to be asked: How shall the peo- 
ple keep their Judges? How shall they pre- 
vent the flower of the flock, at least, bemg 
taken from them by corporations? The au- 
swer most frequently given is that the pay of 
the Judges should be raised and that the 
county should compete with street railways 
and gas companies for skilled legal services, 
just as two railways may bid against one an- 
other to get those of a trained railroad man. 

But the corporations do not want all the 
Judges of this county. Out of twenty-two they 
have taken but four. To double or treble the 
pay of all in order to retain the services of 
one out of the five would be a little expensive. 


No private employer of labor would agree to, 


such an arrangement, nor is it likely that 
doubling the salary would double the capacity 
of the men who find their way to the bench. 
Mediocre lawyers would fight for nominations 
with redoubled eagerness and sometimes they 
would succeed. 

There should be no competition between the 
county and the corporations, because the work 
which one expects from its Judges differs ma- 
terially from what the latter demands of its 
counsel. The corporations have great mone- 
tary interests at stake which might be imper- 
ed or destroyed by a legal blunder. They 
must have the services of experts in corpora- 
tion law. The high price which they pay for 
them is in the nature of insurance. Large as 
so.ne of the salaries are they are an insignifi- 
cant percentage on the total amount at risk. 
Hence the position of counsel for a corpora- 
tion has its perils. Should he make a mistake 
and cost his employers alarge sum of money 


their discontent will take the form of prompt 


removal. One may make many blunders on 
the bench and escape unscathed. 

The people do not elect men Judges because 
they are experts in corporation law, but be- 
cause they are fair general practitioners, able 
to dispose with tolerable accuracy of the com- 
mon law and chancery business which is 
brought before them, and to take their turn 
in the Criminal Court and pass on larceny and 
robbery cases. Some of the suits they are 
called on to decide are important, but the 
average amount involved is low. The courts 
are to a great extent merely a big collection 
agency—and a rather slow one at that. The 
proceedings of the Cook County Judges are 
reviewed by the Appellate and the Supreme 
Courts, and whatever errors they may commit 
are corrected by those tribunals. It is not 
worth while to have men of the highest order 
of ability for nisi prius Judges. The kind of 
work they have 0 do does not warrant it. 
They would be wasted there. 

While on the bench some of the Judges will 
show that they have exceptional ability in cer- 
tain special branches of the law. Thereupon 
corporations which need their skill will reach 
out and get them. When it comes to bidding 
they can always outbid the county. The only 
extra inducement the latter can hold out is 
the honor of the position, but that counts for 
little where there are so many Judges. It is 
an honor to be a Judge of the Supreme Court 
of the United States. But if three men at- 
tended to the litigation of this county instead 
of twenty-two they would be simply three out 
of several hundred minor Judges in the 
United States, and would be unknown outside 
of the city. 


BEET CULTIVATION. 

The recent reports from Norfolk, Neb., 
where large quantities of sugar are being 
made each day from beets, lend interest to 
some estimates of possible production. They 
are given in the California Fruit Grower. Ac- 
cording to the latest statistical reports over 
2,800,000,000 pounds of sugar were imported into 
the United States during the fiscal year end- 
ing in 1890, which when refined were worth 
more than 00, 000, 000. To produce this from 
beets would require 1,000,000 acres of land and 
300 factories of a daily capacity of 350 tons 
each, costing $95,000,000, and an annual ex- 
penditure of over $200,000,000 for the pur- 
chase of beets and the cost of turning 
them into sugar. This large amount would 
be distributed annually 
dustrial classes if the sugar were produced at 
home, instead of the money being sent as now 
to foreign countries to pay for foreign sugar 
and enrich foreign sugar-planters. The writer 
computes an average yield of beets to be fif- 
teen tons per acre, which at $5 per ton would 
be worth $75, and the cost of produchon and 
hauling would be $46, leaving a net profit of 
$29 per acre, though this appears to include 
interest on the value of the land. The acre of 
beets ‘produces about 3,000 pounds of sugar, 
which, including the government bounty of 
two cents per pound, will be worth $150. A 
800-ton factory would require 3,000 acres of 
land planted to beets to produce a season’s 
supply. Computing the yield of an acre of 
wheat to be worth $26.25 and of barley at $25 
the value of the beet product of the land would 
be $375,000 per year more than if used in the 
cultivation of the cereals, And if sufficient 
| beets were raised in the United States to pro- 
duce the amount ot sugar that is now import- 
ed the value of the sugar produced from those 
beets would be $117,000,000 more each year 
than that of the cereals that could be produced 
on the same area. 

It may be observed that this would be so 
much clear gain over and above that reaped 
under present conditions by sugat-growers in 
the United States, ‘The figures represent only 
the amounts that would be realized by pro- 
ducing at home the sugar that = now im- 
ported, and does not include the additiona- 
quantities that will be wanted in the future by 
the greater number of inhabitants of the 
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bring about a corresponding increase in pro- 
duction, thus extendmg the benefits of the

THE SAWTELLE MURDER CASE, 

Another celebrated murder case in New 
Hampshire has just been brought to & conclu- 
sion. Closely following the.conviction of 
Frank Almy, who murdered a young lady be- 
cause she refused to marry him, Isaac Saw- 
telle has been convicted of the murder of his 
brother. Like most murders committed in 
rural life, both these crimes were marked by 
circumstances’ of special atrocity, but they 
were widely different in motive and method. 
There was a certain atmosphere of sentiment 


and romance surrounding the Almy murder, 


cruel as it was, but the Sawtelle murder has 
nothing to relieve its brutality, It was the 
deliberate, premeditated deed of one of the 
most selfish, brutal, cold-blooded wretches 
known in the long calendar of crime. 

Isaac Sawtelle, the murderer, is an ex-con- 
vict, who recently has lived in Boston, His 
brother,. Hiram, had certain property there 
which was coveted by Isaac, and to obtam pos- 
session of it he concocted a plot which for 
devilish cruelty rarely has been excelled. 
During the temporary absence of Hiram from 
home Isaac carried his little daughter to 
Rochester, N. H., and then notified him the 
child was ill. Hiram hurried to Rochester 
and was met by his brotherin a buggy. The 
latter had provided himself with a pistol in 
Boston and also concealed implements in the 
buggy for digging a grave. While driving 
through the woods Isaac deliberately shot 
the brother, cut off his arms and head, dug the 
grave, and buried the remains, 

It was some time before the absence of Hi- 
ram was noticed and it was still longer before 
the murderer was apprehended, but an irresist- 
ible chain of circumstances was linked to- 
gether by the detectives and he was taken into 
custody and finally brought to trial. Al 
though the evidence was purely circumstan- 
tial, and the prisoner had denied all knowledge 
of the murder and sought to implicate other 
persons, he was convicted and sentenced to be 
hanged. On Monday last the finding of the 
jury was justified by a voluntary confession 
made by the murderer, who hoped to escape 
the penalty of hanging by showing that the 
crime was committed across the frontier in 
Maine—a point which, if established, would 
give him the benefit of a new trial anda 
change of penalty to imprisonment for life. 
An extract from his confession will show the 
almost incomprehensible cruelty of this 
greedy and cold-blooded fiend. After de- 
scribing the ride into the woods and the ap- 
proach to a woad-chopper’s hut, which had 
been selected by him as the locality in which 
to carry out his purpose, he says: 

I took the papers from my pocket and said: 
“You may sign these or take that pulling out a 
revolver and pointing it at him. He then jumped 
from the wagon and I after him. He fell down 
and said: Don't, Isaac, don’t.” I said: No, 
Hiram, I won't. Do as I want you to and I won't 
hurt you.” He held my hand in which the re- 
volver was until after I promised not to hurt him. 
Then I stepped away and he got up. I then said: 
*I came here not to do you any harm. I want 
some property from mother.” He then began to 
walk toward the shanty, and. after going some 
twenty feet, broke into a run. I started after 
him and called several times: “ Hiram! Hiram! 
stop or I will fire!’ As he kept on running I fired. 
He ran a little way and fell. I then ran up to and 
shook him, but he'said nothing. I then thought 
of the horse, and, after securing it, came back to 
where. Hiram lay, and he did not speak. I then 
put the pistol to my head to kill myself and said: 
**Good-by, Hiram, I'm going to shoot.” Immo- 
diately Isaid: My God! There is my poor old 
mother. I must live for her.” I lowered the pis- 
tol, and asI thought Hiram was moving I fired 
three more shots into his body to put him out of 
pain. I then took bold of the boots and dragged 
the body about 100 yards and began digging a 
grave. | 

The records of crime hardly contain any- 
thing more cruel than this. The manner in 
which he made his confession to the court was 
as indifferent as if uo serious crime were re- 
lated to it. Hehad evidently come to believe 
that he would escape hanging by showing that 
the crime was committed in Maine, where cap- 
ital punishment is not legal. But in this he 
has been disappointed. The Supreme Court 
of New Hampshire yesterday denied the ap- 
plication for a new trial on the grounds as set 
forth. The details of the decision have not 
yet reached us, but it is evident the court 
must have decided from the evidence that the 
crime was committed in New Hampshire, and 
hence the lower court had full jurisdiction: In 
the interests of justice, therefore, there is every 
reason for congratulation that this fiendish 
wretch will soon be removed from this world. 


Apvices from Dresden announce the death 
of Walcott Balestier, the promising young 
novelist. He was a native of Brattleboro, Vt., 
and though but 80 years of age already had 
made himself widely known as a writer and 
journalist. He was graduated at Cornell Uni- 
versity, and then went to Rochester, where he 
did general newspaper work.

Recently he went to London, where, as junior 
member of the firm of Heinemann & Bales- 
tier of Leipsic and manager of the London 
branch of the United States Book company, 
he was engaged in the preparation of a library 
of fiction. Healso was a collaborator with 
Rudyard Kipling in the story, Naulahka, a 
Story of East and West,” now running in the 
Century. He was an industrious writer, and 
his friend, Henry James, had predicted a brill- 
iant future for him—a prophecy, alas, left un- 
fulfilled by hi his sudden death,

Architect Edbrooke Has Plans for a Public 
Building Worthy of the City. 

Wasuinetor, D.C., Dec. 11.—[Special. ]— 
Supervising Architect Edbrooke daily grows 
more enthusiastic on the subject of a new 
public building at Chicago to replace the pres- 
ent structure, and will shortly embody his 
ideas in a communication to the Secretary of 
the Treasury. Discussing the matter today 
Mr. Edbrooke said: 

IT have not the authority to draw plans un- 
less ordered by Congress, but I have in mind 
what should be a model structure for the 
needs of Chicago. My idea is to sell the pres- 
ent site and building, land in the locality 
being worth upwards of $6,000 per front foot, 
and devote the proceeds of the sale to the con- 
struction of a building four blocks east of 
what is now known as Public Building. 
In the new structure, which should be on the 
Lake-Front, accommodations should be pro- 
vided for postottice, caurts, custom-house, and 
appraisers’ stores, thus centralizing business 
at the seat of railroad traffic.

President Harper Talked on Intel- 
lectual Growth "—President Rogers’ Ad- 


vocacy of Free Christian Education 


Other Educational Topics Discussed Be- 
fore the Banqueters. 


The little stone building on West Monroe 
street, near which was for so many 


years the Chicago High School was brought 


back to the memory of 150 of the graduates of 
the school last evening. It was the sixth an- 
nual banquet of the alumni. Many of the 
faves so familiar in the days that are 
gone were seen in the parlors of the 
Sherman House at the reunion. George 
Howland, ohce thé Principal, and Prof. S. H. 
Peabody, aloved teacherin chemistry, were 
there. Among the graduates present were 
quite a number sailing under the nominal dis- 
guise of Professor This and Doctor That 
and the Hon.” So-and-So. t was one 
thing which didn't seem so natural about the 


affair. 

From 5 o’clock to 8 the alumni, their wives, 
and their husbands gathered in parlors 
and talked over old times. The three hours 
seemed like a recess long drawn out, but not 
long enough for the exchange of confidences 
which crowded into every mind. 

At 8 o’clock the guests adjourned to the 
dining-room, where they sat down to the fol- 
lowing banquet: .

At 9:30 o’clock President MacMillan called 
the company to order. Miss Wilcox, the Sec- 
retary, read a tribute, prepared on behalf of 
the older graduates, to the services of George 
Howland while the latter was Principal of the 
old school. 

The Presidentin introducing the second 
topic said that if Chicago was sometimes 
criticised for lack of culture, it had at least a 
trinity of institutions of learning— Lake For- 
est, the University of Chicago, and the North- 
western University—whose influence could 
not fail to be recognized as important. Two 
of these institutions had young men for Presi- 
dents. President Harper of the University of 
Chicago was then introduced. . 

President Harper's subject was Intel- 
lectual Growth.“ He thought only one man 
in five grew after leaving a divinity school, 
and not more than one in twenty grew after 
leaving college. The proportion among high 
school graduates he would not presume to 
estimate. There were bankers and merchants 


in this city whose growth was twice that of 


some lawyers and ministers. ‘lhe s er be- 
sought all his hearers not to relax in mental 
activity. 

President Rogers of the Northwestern Uni- 
verity said he was glad to congratulate this 
association because it had aided in passing the 
compulsory education law of.this State. The 
State, he thought, should itself place the 
means of procuring an education within the 
reach of all and not leave anything to private 
munificence. Continuing, Dr. Rogers said: 

The question suggests itself, Have we not gone 
too far in Chicago in the secularization of educa- 
tion? It is settled that there can be no union of 
Church and State, of course. 1 don't favor 
the French system—the German is better. 
The German idea is education—not secular, but 
Christian, 1 not think so well of the Swiss 
way. Inthe Catholic cantons the instruction is 
Catholic; in the cantons where a majority of the 

ulation is Protestant the education is 
rotestant. But there is a plan on which 
Jews, atholics, Prot- 
in the existence of 
God—all believe in immortality and if a personal 
accountability to God. Bearing in mind that the 
welfare of a State depends, not altogether on the 
intelligence of the people but likewise on their 
morality, why should not. the primary schools 
teach doctrines in which all are agreed? I wish 
all schools had before them constantly Washing- 
ton's Farewell address. There never has been 
and there never can be, as Plutarch says, a nation 
of intidels 

Regent Burroughs of the State University at 
8 told several stories, atter which 
Prof. S. H. Peabody, the Chief of the De- 
partment of Liberal Arts, recailed the minds 
of the alumni to the poplars which used to 
shade Halsted street and to the days spent in 
the class-room which he looked back upon as 
the happiest in his life. He had found the 
high school pupils of both sexes ubiquitous 
and tneir influence was now felt in building up 
this city. ; 

Supt. A. G. Lane spoke on the necessity of 
a special institution for the training of the 
boys and girls in prisons and reformatories, 
He said a school had recently been started at 
the bridewell for boys. This was a step in the 
right direction, but a separate institution was 
needed where the youth could be separated 
from evil R N This idea had 
not as yet taken form, but it was 
working in the minds and hearts of the public 
which is seeking to save and reform these 
youthfui criminals. The matter would before 
long be brought to the attention of the council 
in the hope that that body would take meas- 
ures to provide such a place.

New York and Chicago FPondholders Said 
to Be at Loggerheads—Quarreling Over 
a Terminus—A Claim That the Line 
Will Not Be Bunt South of Thirty- 
ninth Street for Some Time—How the 
City Railway Company Figures in the 
Trouble—The Lake Street Road, 

Serious difficulties are said to be in the way 
of the completion of the alley L road be- 
fore the Columbian Exposition opens, and 
there is considerable doubt as to whether or 
not it will be extended beyond Thirty-ninth 
street for some time. The trouble is a con- 
flict between the New York and Chicago 
bondholders. The prospect for rapid transit 
for the people of Hyde Park, who are new 
depending upon the cable road, is exceedingly 
gloomy if statements made by persons m a 
position to know are correct. The fight of 
the Chicago City railway company for a down- 
town loop has considerable of a bearing upon 
the situation. ‘ 

When the bonds for the Alley Elevated road 
were sold they were placed in the East, but 
later on a large share of these bonds passed 
into the possession of L. Z. Leiter and several 
other prominent stockholders of the Chicago 
City railway company. These bonds were not 


1 by the latter company. but by in- 
ividuals controlling a majority of the stock. 


It was given out at the time the purchase was 


made that the investment wassimply for reap- 
ing the dividends that it was believed were 
sure to follow. : 

Some time ago the work on the road was 
stopped and the public was led to believe that 
it was on account of financial difficulties, but 
the facts were not éxplained. The oy ed 
finally secured the $100,000 which had n 
deposited with the city as a guarantee that a 
certain portion of the road would be done in 
a specified time. Since then there has been 
some work done toward finishing up the por- 
tion of the line between Eldridge court and 
Thirty-ninth street, and it is intended to com- 
ae the road as far as Van Buren street and 

gin to operate it. 

Faith of the New York People. 


The New York people have great faith that 
even as short a tine as this will pay, — 
their opinion on the fact that the first eleva 
road in New York, which only extended north 
to Twenty-third street, paid a dividend the 
first six months it was in operation, as well as 
6 per cent on its bonds. * 

r. Leiter and the Chicago syndicate are 
anxious that the permanent northern terminus 
of the alley L“ road be established at Van 
Buren street. : 

Mr. Leiter has something over $1,000,000 
invested in his building at State and Van 
Buren st and, it is said, is no doubt cor- 
rect in the belief that the establishment of the 
terminus at Van Buren street, just in the rear 
of the new buildme, will greatly enhance the 
value of his property and enable him to get a 
much higher rent. 

The New York ple, it is claimed, are de- 
sirous of having terminus further north. 
They want to make an effort to get an ordi- 
nance th h the Council giving the compan 
the right to build the line far enough nort 
to connect with the Lake Street 
Elevated road loop when it is completed. 
The portion of the bonds held 
in the East are in the hands of the Seligmans, 
the New York bankers. They reason that if 
the road is pushed farther north it will be of 
inestimable value to its patrons, and that the 
fact that the road could be operated to con- 
nect with the trains of the lake Street Ele- 
vated road will be the means of a greatly in- 
creased business. 

Motives of the Chicago People. 

The Chicago people, it is said, have another 
reason for opposing this extension aside from 
the advantage Mr. Leiter will secure for his 
building if the terminus is at Van Buren 
street. For some time the Chicago City rail- 
way company has been endeavoring to get its 
down-down loop ordinance throug 
cil, and aside from the other po 
Chicago people interested in the L“ road do 
not want an ordinance asking for the exten- 
sion of the alley line to get before the Coun- 
eil. They want to have the way clear. There 
is a more important reason, however, which

or south. The cable road is paying large 
dividends and it is believed that there is 
danger in shtinking the profits if another line 
is pushed into the southern territory.

i the cable road's business, 

ing the purpose to maintain 
this situation until the territory south of 
Thirty-ninth street, in their judgment, has 
become sufficiently populated to warrant the 
extension. Itis said that tney care nothi 
to eatch the World's Fair business, as it wi 
cost so much to equip the line for that trade 
that they will not we their money back. Color 
is given to this statement by the fact that the 
City Council an ordinance in March 
giving the Alley L“ people the right to ex- 


tend the line south through the alley to 


Fortieth street, thence west on Fortieth street 
to a point between Prairie and Grand avenues, 
and thence south to Sixty-third street. No 
steps have been taken to push the line under 
the provisions of this ordinance. 

The World's Fair Extension Line. 

Some time ago another ordinance was in- 
troduced in the Council extending the line 
from a point between Calumet and Prairie 
avenues east on Sixty-third street to Stony 
Island avenue, adjoining Jackson Park. This 
was known as the World’s Fair extension line. 
This ordinance slumbers with the Commitéee 
on Streets and Alleys South, and so far as 
known no effort has been made to get it ad- 
vanced. . 

Negotiations are now in progress to secure 
a compromise with the Chicago people, but 
those acquainted with the facts will not pre- 
dict an opinion as to the result, it being 
claimed that Mr. Leiter and his friends are 
determined to prevent any extension of the 
line. They have control of the profits of the 
surface road and do not intend to give up a 

ood thing for an investment that they claim 
is surrounded by doubt. Even on the theory 
that the alley L' road will pay from the 
start they claim that at best they would have 
to divide the profits with the Eastern peopie.

It is intimated that one result of the finan- 
cial negotiations now in progress concerning 
the Lake Street L' road will be the retire- 
ment of some of the present managers, whuse 
places will be taken 88. the representatives of 
certain Chicago and Eastern capitalists who 
are about to advance money to push the enter- 
prise through to completion.

FUNERAL OF JOSEPH OTIS GLOVER. 


A Eulogistic Discourse by the Rev. X. 

The funeral of Joseph Otis Glover took 
place at the residence, No. 2826 Michigan ave- 
nue, at 2 o’block yesterday afternoon, In ac- 
cordance with Mr. Glover's wish the services 
were exceedingly simple. The remains were 
incased in a handsome broadcloth casket, 
which was placed in the bay windows of the 
drawing-room. Over its side hung an emer- 
ald drapery of cypress leaves, through which 
were scattered white rose 

The funeral was not large. The drawing- 
rooms, hbrary, and hall were filled with those 
who had best known Mr. Glover in life. 
Among them were many mén whose names, 
like Mr. Glover’s, are connected with the pio- 
neer history of the State. 

Standing beside the casket the Rev. M. 
Woolsey Stryker, D. D., pastor of the Fourth 
Presbyterian Church, conducted the impres- 
sive seryices, After reading the portions of 
the scripture 8 the Presbyterian 
service for the dead, Dr. Stryker said: 
have been asked, as a friend, to say to you 
and for you words of sympathy upon this oc- 
casion. All who have thought of language 
as such know that every word is filled with a 
history. If I speak of ‘home’ I have 
up to your minds more than I could express 
in a tho words, Therefore a few words 
are as adequate as many. 

„Whatever words I might are incompe- 
tent to tell you half the facts. re are many 
who are here now and many who have gone 
before who could say many thi I can- 
not. It is difficult to place ourselves back in 
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this must have meant. He whom we now 
meet to honor was born in 1810, five years be- 
fore the battle of Waterloo was f t, and 
only ten years after the death of Washing 
ton. Four score years is a long stretch and 
covers a wide moe vf human experiences. 
Mr. Glover made his way into the wilds of 
Illinois with nothing but his courage and the 
loving support of a devoted wife to sustain 
him. Here he drove the stakes of his holding 
and here he made his name.“ 

Dr. Stryker then reviewed at length the suc- 
cessful and henorable life of Mr. Glover. In 
all his positions of honor, both civic and so- 
cial, he was aman not oat? respected for 
force, shrewdness, and ability, but also for 
those things which make life sweet, for a lov- 
ing disposition, for unwavering moral in- 
tegrity. He caused many a widow's heart to 
sing for joy and httle children followed him 
in their play. After his rigorous work was 
over he was held in wide ésteem by a great 
community. Few characters like this have 
been wrought * this wicked world.” 

Dr. Stryker dealt with the questions and 
facts of death and impressed upon his listeners 
that what is looked upon as the end of life is 
but a sudden transition to a perfected state. 
He offered the comforting promises of the 
scriptures to lessen the serrows of those 
bereaved by Mr. Glover's death, and closed 
the services with prayer. . 

After the services at the house the remains 
were conveyed to Oakwoods Cemetery, where, 
iu the presence of the family, they ‘were in- 
terred.

OBJECTORS TO THE NEW SCHEME 
GIVE THEIR VIEWS. 


F. H. Winston Says He Its Afraid It Will 
Injure Property Instead of Benefiting 
It— Washington Hesing Against the Spe- 
clal Assessment Plan—He Wants the 
Tunnel Built Out of the General Fund- 
Cregier Favors a Viaduct—Supporters of 
the Measure Have Their Say. 


Some opposition to the proposed subway con- 
necting the North and South Divisions of the 
city was developed at the joint meeting of the 
Council Committees on Streets and Alleys 
North and South yesterday afternoon. The 
meeting was held for the purpose of taking up 
the ordinance submitted by Commissioner of 
Public Works Aldrich at the order of the 
Council, and it was originally intended that 
only members of the committees should be 
present in order that the Aldermen might be- 
come familiar with the question before hear- 
ing from the property-owners directly inter- 
ested. The impression had gone out, how- 
ever, that the joint committees desired the 
citizens to be present yesterday, and a num- 
ber were on hand. 

The Aldermen present were: Chairman 
Brookman, Aid. Dixon, Burke, Gahan, Kin- 
ney, Chasey, Gorman, Haynes, Madden, Muel- 
hoefer, and Cremer. Commissioner of Public 
Works Aldrich and City Engineer Clarke rep- 
resented the city, while the property-owners 
were represented by George B. Swift, George 
E. Adams, J. W. Elisworth, F. H. Winston, 
Washington Hesing, L. H. McCormick, Rich- 
ard Prendergast, W. M. Hoyt, ex-Mayor Ore- 
gier, and others. 

The meeting was somewhat informal and 
after the ordinance had been read Mr. Hesing 
asked Mr. Aldrich if he had prepared an esti- 
mate or had any recommendations to make. 
Mr. Aldrich explained what had been done 
and gave the general plan for the subway 
giving the route, He said that a number o 
borings had been made and that the character 
of the soil was well understood. Exclusive of 
the footway and also any damages that might 
arise, he placed the cost at not to exceed 
$1,500,000. 

Asked the Commissioner Questions. 

Ald, Madden suggested that the tunnel of 
the West Chicago Street railroad company 
was only 1,300 feet long, and was not ad wide 

as the proposed tunnel by ten feet, yet it would 
— more than 51, 500, 000. A number of ques- 
tions were asked Mr. Aldrichin reference to 
the spreading of the assessment and as to what 
property would be benefited. The Commis- 
sioner held that the benefit would be greater 
| than the cost, but he said he was unable to s | 
| just how far the assessment would be spre 
He said that would be determined by the Com- 
missioners appointed by the court. He 
thought the benefit to North Side -property 
wou 10 be greater than to South Side. 

Mr. Cregier asked if the tunnel was to be a 
common highway, for exclusively for vehicles 
of a certain character. Mr, Aldrich said he 
understood it to be for a special class of trave 
and he thought it would relieve the conges 
condition of the business district. 

After Mr. Aldrich had finished F. H. Win- 
ston made a statement in which he said: 

“I have received no notice to attend any 
of the meetings in reference to this improve- 
ment, though I own considerable property 
that will be assessed. I have decided views on 
this improvement. i have half a block at 
Pine and Superior streets, and I speak the 
sentiments of every one in that vicinit when 
I say we are opposed to this subway. We are 
afraid that it will injure our property instead 
of benefijting it. We consider it a damage. I 
| would rather give $1,000 nut to have that sub- 
way built than to give one cent forit. I have 
no objections to a tunnel, but I claim that the 
wrong side has been sel It should be 
further west—Franklin street, for instance. 

Wishes to Be Heard on the Question. 

Ido not wish to state my objections today, 
but I would consider it a favor if the eommit- 
tee will give me an opportunity to be heard 
at some future meeting. I do not want to be 
cut off. Certain gentlemen who do not live 
in our neighborhood seem to be looking after 
our interests. 

Mr. Hesing was the next speaker, and while 
ne did not object to the subway itself he made 
a vigorous talk against the special assessment 
plan. He said to build the tunnel by s 
assessment would be unfair, and it was not an 
equitable way to pay for the improvement, as 
it was a benefit to the whole city. He also said 
that competent engineers had told bim that 
the improvement would cost a good deal more 
than $1,500,000,. Then he mentioned the dam- 
ages that would accrue and referred to the La 
Salle street tunnel, where a number of prop- 
erty-owners had been awarded dam me ig by = 
courts. I am told, he continued 
Lincoln and South Park 88 — 
not want to assume the responsibility of tak. 
ing charge of this subway when it is built. If 
the Council passes this ordinance and the 
courts confirm the assessment I will pay my 
share, but there will be 100,000 citizens. who 
object. Ido not believe the courts will con- 
firm the assessment, however. If the improve- 
ment could be built out of the general fund 
I would be for it, be {donot know whether 
or not we could as we are worki 
under that con water Constitution of 1870. I 
the Council would appropriate $600,000 next 
year and $500,000 the year following the im- 
provement could be built out of the general 
fund. It is as much a benefit to the man with 
a carriage on Ashland avenue or Fifty-first 
street as it is to the people on the North Side. 


Wants General Taxation. 


It would not increase the value of proper- 
ty five cents. What benefit is it to the prop- 
erty north of Van Buren street? Does it ben- 
efit the Staats-Zeitung building? I will op- 
pose the improvement in every way that I can 
unless itis to be paid for by general taxa- 


tion. 

Mr. Cregier * he favored the viaduct plan 
proposed during his administration. He said 
that improvement could be built for $400,000 
and would supply the want. 

Mr. Adams said that no real objections had 
been raised and he thought it unfortunate 
that Mr. Winston did not state why he was 
opposed to the subway. Mr. Hesing was not 
opposed to the improvement but the way of 
paying for it.

ACCOMMODATING THE TAXPAYERS, 


A New System Concerning the Payment of 
Rebates. 

It is not generally known but it is a fact 
that as soon as the amount of the rebates on 
special assessments are now ascertaingd, a 
properly certified list is furnished to the Ceun.- 
ty Treasurer. When a taxpayer who has paid 
a special assessment on which there is a re- 
bate therefor presents himself to pay taxes 

‘ there is a credit in his favor, the 
amount of which may be deducted from his 


rebate from the amount chargeable. The 
books are thus returned to the County Treas- 
urer. The new arrangement saves a world of 
red tape. At the same time taxpayers can 
collect the amounts of their rebates directly 
by applymg at the office of the Special As- 
sessment Commissioner.

FOR HOLIDAY TRADE. 


RETAIL AND WHOLESALE BUSI- 
NESS GROWING BRISKER, 


Chicago's Breadstutf Record Encouraging— 
Lack of Transportation Facilities Exerts 
a Depressing Influence—Southern Cities 
Pressed for Money Better Tone in the 
Stock Markets—Lively Speculation Is 
Locked for After New Year’s—Good 


Showing for the Banks. 


New Lonx. Ded. II. R. G. Dun & Co. in 
their weekly review of trade say: 5 

As the holidays draw near all signs indicate 
a large volume of business at the present wilh 
growing confidence of impovement in the 
future, except in parts of the South, where the 
un usua accumulation of cotton and its low 
price have a depressing influence. There is 
no lack of money in any part of the country, 
except at some Southern points, and the mere 
fact that cotton now accumulated at a few 
ports and interior towns represents fully 
$60,000,000 in value paid to planters at once 
explains the difficulty and suggests that it is 
not permanent. It is a good sign, also, that 
collections are on the whole improving, though 
slow at New Orleans and some Southern 
points, and only fair in some lines at Eastern 
cities. 

Reports from all parts of the country show 
a fair activity in the distribution of merchan- 
dise. At Boston shoe manufacturers are 
more busy and cotton staples .firmer, At 
Hartford wool is more active. At Philadel- 
phia larger sales of iron are seen. At Cleve- 
land trade is good, exceeding last year, with 
little complaint of collections, and at agar 
nati trade is especially good in groceries an 
hats, but quiet in lumber. At Detroit trade 
equals last year and the outlook is favorable. 
At Cu.cago the usual great increase is seen in 
breadstuffs, but lack of transportation through 
the country causes some embarrassment and 
perhaps part of the decline in receipts of cat- 
tle, butter, and cheese. 

Merchandise sales much exceed last year, 
and collections are far ahead. At St. uis 
holiday trade opened very strong, and gener- 
ous distribution is seen in heavy 3 
shoes, grogories, and drugs and oils. At Mil- 
waukee mild weather retards trade some, but 
at St. Paul and Minneapolis business exceeds 
that of previous seasons, and at Duluth the 
lumber and iron trades are active. At Omaha 
the car farnine retards business, and at Kansas 
City it is quieter tham was expected. 

Money Still Close in the South. 

The Southern cities all report some embar- 
rassment, and at Little Rock trade is dull, at 
Nashville money is close, at Montgomery 
large stocks of cotton held cause strong de- 
mand for money, at Savannah trade is slack 
and prospects cailed dubious, and at New 
Orleans, though receipts of. cotton are heavy 
and of sugar liberal, and the demand for all 
the great staples is good, collections are slow 
and the delay in payment of sugar bounties is 
especially. noted. 

The expected reduction in prices of carpets 
has come, from 10 cents on body Brussels to 
5 cents on ingrains, which are now said to be 
cheaper here than in England, Among cloth- 
iers the better class of goods are in excellent 
demand. Trade in knit goods is quiet and in 
dress goods satisfactory, but some concessions 
are noted in flannels. Print cloths show some 
improvement and prints are more active. The 
boot and shoe business clearly increases, 
ton shipments exceeding last year’s by 20 per 
cent for the week, though for the year the de- 
crease is still 344 per cent. The iron business 
is more active, bar and plate mills are 
well employed, though prices are low, and 
orders for 20,000 cars have been placed in two 
weeks at the lowest prices ever known. The 
rail mills go into next year with orders for 
600,000 tons. Lake copper is lower at 10.9 
cents; tin and lead are very dull, and coal 
weak. The monthly crop report gave little 
help to speculation. Wheat has been }¢ cent 
higher and oats 1% cents, with moderate sales, 
but corn is 2% cents lower. Cotton is un- 
changed, receipts being still beyond those of 
the san week last year. Pork products are 
slightly strorger; coffee 4% cent and oil 1% 
cents higher, without great activity. Exports 
of domestic products continue =. and 
for the last week were 44 per cent more than 
tor the first week of December last year. 

The business failures occurring throughout 
the country during the last seven days number 
320, as compared with totals of 330 last week.

BETTER TONE ON THESTOCK MARKET. 


‘Bradstreet's” Finds the General Tendency 
Upward—Speculation Looked For. 

New Yorx, Dec. 11.—Bradstreet’s weekly 
review of Wall street will say tomorrow: 

In spite of some discouraging develop- 
ments, accompanied by bearish manipulation 
of the familiar professional type, the share 
market asa whole has continued to improve 
both in activity and prices during the past 
week. This has been accomplished in the 
face of a prevalent belief that speculative ac- 
tivity on a large scale cannot be expected 
until after the beginning of the new 
year. At the same time it is no- 
ticeable that investment buying has 
attained large proportions or that the inquiry 
for bonds extends to the permanent dividend- 
paying stocks and to such shares as those of 
the Vanderbilt companies. The better feeling 
which is shown in the European markets is 
reflected by a fair volume of purchases from 
that quarter. On the other hand there has 
been no absence of efforts to hold the market 
back. Apart from the uncertainty about 
Richmond Terminal and the manipulation in 
the stocks the developments of the week were 
favorable. 

The leaders in the 2 movement of 
prices have been the Vanderbilt stocks 
Canadian Southern, Lake Shore, New York 
Central, and others of the group attaining the 
best quotations of the year. Inside support 
is extended to them, and intimations of unex- 
pected increases in thedividend rates still find 
belief. In sympathy with them Chesapeake 
and Ohio, Northwestern common and pre- 
ferred, Erie, and other stocks have made sharp 
advances, while the Milwaukee, Lake Shore 
and Western stocks rose on an unconfirmed 
rumor that the absorption of the road by the 
Northwestern was contemplated. In the 
Granger group Burlington was the feature, ad- 
vancing to 106% on inside buymg and cover- 
ing of shorts. St. Paul, too, which rose to 
78%. had support, and though rumors about 
the approaching Rock Island dividends were 
conflicting that stock participated in the gen- 
eral im provement.

fall in the Cascades, and for the first time in 
years the Northern Pacific was obliged to 
send its trains for three successive days to 
Puget Sound points by the way of Portland. 

‘While the organization of the Northern Pa- 
cific for keeping its Cascade division in good 
winter condition is as as fifteen 
years’ experience admits, it cannot prevent 
the landslides, and they often occur at the 
most unexpected times, as was the case near 
Canton, an apparently stable bluff, 200 feet 
high, suddenly detaching from its sides a 
mass eighty feet in width and extending fifty 
feet up the hillside, and without warning

The sixty-two men in the construction gang 
were busily at work, when the foreman, hap- 
pening to glance upward, noticed two huge 
bowlders upon the face ot the bluff toppling. 
In another instant the side of thé moun 
began to move, and, shouting to his men to 
run for their lives, he took to flight. 

laborers needed no second warning, 
but unfortunately about twenty of the men 
were in the direct line of the slide, and they 
had hardly time to throw down their tools be- 
fore they were overwhelmed with a conglom- 
erate mass of railroad ties, mud, and stones, 
and either hurled to one side or pinioned to 
thé earth and buried beneath the débris, which 
covered them to the depth of from six to fif- 
teen feet, and borne to the bottom of the 
river, where many of the bodies still lie. 

One man was thrown entirely across the 
stream by the force of the slide and found 
alive but uneonscious in the underbrush a few 
feet from the bank. Six others who were 
upon the edge of the slide were taken out se- 
riously wounded and two bodies recovered by 
the surviving workmen, who returned and 
made a heroic effort to find the bodies of the 
dead. 

How many perished in the slide will never 
be known, some workmen placing the number 
at nineteen and others varying from six to 
ten. The railroad was severely censured by 
the press because it took no immediate steps 
to recover the bodies of the dead, not begin- 
ning the search in earnest until five days after 
the disaster, when, owing to the affidavits of 
surviving workmen that they believed a large 
number of bodies were buried in the débris, 
an official investigation was ordered. It was 
even stated that they caused the débris of the 
slide remainthg upon the track to be shoveled 
off and thrown in the river at the point where 
the bodies must have lain, and thus effectual- 
ly prevented their recovery.

‘APPROPRIATION FOR THE FAIR. 


They Discuss the Matter at Some Length 
and Finally Pass an Appropriatioa Reso- 
lution, a Few Declining to Vote— Progress 
of Work in the Different States—Pians of 
the Commission's Committee on Trans- 
portation—The Naval Department's Ex- 
hibit—Department Rules Issued. 

The unanimous passage of a resolution ask- 
ing Congress to appropriate $6,000,000 for the 
World’s Fair was the important feature of 
yesterday’s meetingof the State and Terri- 
torial Boards in confetence with the National 
Board of Control. The lively and amusing 
tilt between Mrs. Potter Palmer, President of 
the Board of Lady Managers, and Mr. Hovey 
of Marsachusetts and a subsequent one be- 
twéen Mrs. May Wright Sewall of Indiana 
ana Director-General Davis were the interest- 
ing and intellectual events of the conference. 
It was hirsute authority against feminine 
logie and acumén, and of course the women 
were the victors, And even the vanquished 
were delighted, The incidents, too, happily 
occurred, for they created good feeling and 
hearty laughter and put an end to all queru- 
lous and irrelevant questionings. 

The conference began at 10:30 o’clock, with 

President Palmer in the chair. Mrs. Potter 

Palmer, President of the Board of Lady Man- 

agers, sat at his side and William T. Baker, 

President of the Board of Directors, at his 

left. There were also present Director- 

General Davis, a number of department 

chiefs, and the national members of the Board 

of Control. 

After roll-call Miss Kate Field of Washing- 

ton, by special invitation of President Palmer, 

was invited to a seat in the convention, as 


| were also E. H. Morris and Mrs. Williams, 


delegates representing the colored people of 
the United States. 

Representatives of State boards next began 
to propound volleys of questions which some 
of them wanted answered authoritatively at 
once, and others thought that if the Director- 
General was called upon he could or should 
do so orally. Mr. Massey, ina convincing 
speech, showed the impossibility of any of- 
ficial or department giving positive or satis- 
factory ‘answers to the various questions with- 
out careful consideration and consultation 
with other departments. That the answers 
may be authoritative and so definite as to 
avoid all su uent conflict or misapprehen- 
sions time should be given to frame them, he 
said. Among the many questions asked were 
the following: 

Some Questions Asked. 

Florida wanted to known what the switch-

He also wanted 
to know about the distribution of 340, 000 in 
prizes to exhibiters of IIlinois-bred stock.

p . Massachusetts wanted instructions 
as to the duties of the Women Commissioners 
of that State; New Jersey had several ques- 
tions to ask about the manufactures and the 
installation of the same; and other States de- 
sired to know if exhibits rejected by State 
boards could be entered at the Fair, and 
whther in the space allotted articles of differ- 
ent character could be piaced by the exhibiter. 

The discussion on these various queries had 
become warm when a motion was adopted to 
refer them to Director-General Davis, and 
that he should appear before the conference 
after recess answer authoritatively as 
many of them as he could, and that as to all 
others full and explicit answers should be 
printed in the proceed: of the conference

Installation of State Exhibits. 

An intricate subject in the matter of the 
installation of State exhibits and whether 
State boards should determine their character 
and extent came u 
Graves of Wisconsin, offered Thursday. Gen. 
Corcoran offered a substitute that all applica- 
tions for space come through State boards, 
and Mr. Chancellor of West Viginia offered 
another that the Director-General should for- 
ward to the State or Territorial boards 
applications for space sent to him and that the 
boards furnish him with information. These 
resolutions were finally referred to a commit- 
tee of six, comprising Commissioners Massey, 
Lindsay, and Martindale and State re- 
sentatives Graves, Corcoran, and Chancellor. 
In the afternoon session the committee re- 
ported the following as their unanimous de- 
cision : 


Wu It is the sense of this conference 


that the active codperation of the World's Fair, 


boards of the several States and Territories 
should be invoked (in so far as it may be legally 
practicable so to do) in securing pre r lines of 
competitive exhibits from individuals or corpora- 
tions within their respective States and Territo- 
ries.

PROGRESS IN TUE DIFFERENT STATES. 


Reports Made by the Various Representa- 
tives. 

Kepresentatives of the State World’s Fair 
boards at the meeting in the last week have 
presented reports of the work that has been 
acconiplished in the several States, the char- 
acter of their organization and the amounts 
appropriated by the several Legislatures. 
Every one had something to say at the ineet- 
ing when the reports were presented, but the 
most interesting statement came from May 
Wright Sewail, Chairman of the Woman's 
committee of the Indiana State Board. The 
interest in Mrs. Sewall’s statement centered 
around the plan which has been adopted by 
the women and go into operation for the 
collection of a fund for an educational dis- 
play of Indiana. This display will be 
comprehensive, including everything of an 
educational and litera character. The 
scheme, however, by which the money is to be 
collected enlisted the attention of the conven- 
tion. According to the Indiana plan every 
school pupil, school teacher, school officer, 
and County Superintendent will contribute. 
Certain days known as Exposition days are set 
apart by the State Superintendent of Public 
instruction. On those days each pupil in the 
school gives one cent, each teacher 10 -cents, 
each principal of a school 25 cents, each Su- 
perintendent 50 cents, each school officer $1. 
according to this plan $8,000 have already 
been raised on the first call. This was made on 
the third Friday in November. The following 
synopsis of the reports in general show the 
progress being made in the several States:

A CLEAN CITY FOR THE FAIR. 


The Preliminary Address of the Woman's 
Committee on Municipal Order. 

When Lady Henry Somerset was asked 
what impressed her most in this country she 
answered: The streets—dirty streets every- 
where.“ It would be humiliating if such 
should be the verdict of our visitors m 1893, 
and as they will tarry longest in Chicago, 
which has the bad preéminence of being the 
dirtiest city in a land of dirty cities, it is not 
im possible that their impression may corre- 
spond with Lady Somerset’s. 

The city itself cannot fail to be the most in- 
teresting part of the Columbian Exposition to 
foreigners. It is to stand as the typical Amer- 
ican city, and our pride, if no better motive, 
should make us begin to look well to the city’s 
housekeeping before its critical guests arrive. 
The World's Congress Auxiliary had this in 
view and wanted to lend a helping hand when 
in created a Commuttee on Municipal Order. 
This committee was organized to codperate 
with householdets and citizens generally and 
with the city authorities in making Chicago a 
clean city, and in securing certain public im- 
provements essential to health and cleanli- 
ness. 

The appropriation for street cleaning and 
related purposes is notably inadequate since 
the city has grown 80 rapidly in area and pop- 
ulation, and it is equally certain that the work 
is not done as thoroughly as it should be, nor 
the health and order ordinances enforced as 
they might be; but, granting this, it is yet true 
that the unsightly and unsanitary condition of 
Chic is largely due to the carelessness of 
the citizens themselves. : 

The Committee on r Order firds 
what must be apparent to the least observant 
citizen, that the streets of Chicago are very 
dirty, the alleys an abomination, the garbage 
receptacles unsightly and unsanitary, and

“The Positive Theory of Capital,” by Eu- 
gene V. Bohm-Bawerk. 

This is a book for scholars and for scholars 
only. It will appeal to readers who have a 
purely speculative interest in solving or at- 
tempting to solve the theory of capital. 
This is not to say that such discussions have 
no influence upon practical economics, for 
they usually exert a very profound influence, 
although we are seldom conscious of the fact. 
But this influence is so remote, as it appears, 
from the immediate questions of the day that 
only the philosopher can find the time or the 
patience to thread the labyrinths of 
such a discussion. The fact that 
an effect or influence is remote 
or ultimate does not detract from its impor- 
tance. It may be all the more valuable to 
formulate and correct our views upon a given 
question because Of the far-reaching and ex- 
tensive uences involved in certain as- 
sumptions. For instance, few were immedi- 
ately aware of the vast moral and religious 
consequences involved in Newton’s theory of 
gravitation, and alike importance may per- 
chance attach to the theory of capital. 

In regard to the present work, however, it 
cannot be said that ite theory of capital either 
pretends to be, or has the capacity to be, so 
revolutionary in theoretical and practical eco- 
nomics as Darwinism has been in biology. Itis 
largely an attempt to give a better statement 
of economic views on the several questions 

rowing out of the nature and use of capital. 
The author's inquiries result in a consider- 
able modification, as he thinks, of existing 
opinions; but as it appears to us, the differ- 
ence is not so great as materially to affect the 
ordinary view and its simpler form of state- 
ment. 

The ordinary conception is that capital is 
anything that will produce an income or 
serve as an agent in the production of fresh 
wealth. This, Prof. Béhm-Bawerk thinks, 
will exclude land and labor, and hence his 
own theory would correct the conception 
by a formula intended to include 
these. Perhaps if the author had fully con- 
sidered the distinct statements made on this 
head by nearly all economists, namely, that 
land and labor are capital as well as wealth, 
he would hurdly have judged their conception 
of capital by its mere abstract form. Yet he 
himself distinguishes between wealth destined 
for consumption and wealth to be used for 
production. The latter he regards as capital, 
and this again he divides into capital as an 
instrument of production and capital as a 
source of income.“ Out of the former 3 
the problems of price, value, and profit, 
from the latter those of rent and interest. 

We shall not undertake a special examina- 
tion of the author’s views, because the general 
reader will find the abbreviated form which 


a proper comprehension of the argument. We 
can do little more than refer to those charac- 
teristics which may attract scholars to a work 
of very great value in the more abstruse spec- 
ulations of political economy. On the subject 
of interest the author finds more to say 
than on any other of the questions 
raised by the matter of capital He 
treats the subject in its most comprehensive 
sense, not as the rate per cent obtained for the 
use of borrowed money, but as an income 
from any resources which are an exchange for 
future utility. This enables him to treat rent 
as a form of interest, which it is, in so far as it 
is subject to the same economic laws. Then, 
by showing the intimate relation subsisting 
between productive and income capital, the 
problems of price and value are made to con- 
nect with those of rent and interest under the 
same general laws. Thus, for example, ordi- 
nary interest is the price paid for the —

Heinrich Heine's Sister Lottchen Is 
Living at Her Home in Hamburg. 
Perhaps few American admirers of the genius 
of Heinrich Heine are aware that the poet’s 
best beloved companion, the sharer of his 
boyhood’s griefs and joys, the confidante of 
his maturer years, his sister Lottchen, is still 
living, and has recently celebrated her ninety- 
first birthday at her home in Hamburg. 

Chariotte Heine, os Lottchen, as she was 
usually called, was born in Dusseldorf Oct. 18, 
1800, ten months later than her famous 
brother, and was the oldest daughter of Sam- 
son and Bettie Heine, 

Lottchen was a bright, sparkling child, and 
when she grew * she became the belle of the 
social circle of her native town. The young 
men adored her, but her own heart was not 
touched until her brother Heinrich made her 
acquainted with his friend, Moritz von Emb- 
den, a young Hamburg merchant. She be- 
came his wife June 22, 1823. . 

Lottchen had been her Harry's happy 
playmate; she remained his true, apprecia- 

nd, and no cloud ever shadowed the 
affection of this brother and sister. Those 
who visit Frau von Embden in her beautiful 
home in Hamburg are continually fascinated 
with the wealth of reminiscences she is ever 
ready to share with them. Seated in her com- 
fortable arm-chair, her eyes and cheeks aglow 
with positively youthful enthusiasm, she will 
talk in an uninterrupted stream without 
apparent weariness until her son Ludwig, the 
faithful guardian of her old age and his Uncle 
Heine’s literary executor, reminds her that 
she must spare herself. 

Since 1866 she has been a widow, and has 
lived alone with this son. Her three daugh- 
ters are all married, and their homes are in 
Naples, London, and Berlin. One of them, 
the Princess de la Rocca, has published an 
interesting volume of Heine Souvenirs.“ 
The hospitable home in Hamburg, which has 

been frequented by Franz iszt, Karl 
Gutzkow, and other people of distinction, 
still freely opens its doors to those who seek 
the presence of a gifted t’s gifted sister. 

Among her most cherished possessions 
Frau von Embden has 120 letters from her 
brother, most of them addressed to herself. 
They abound in exquisite humor, but also in 

_the bitterest sarcasm, according to the writ- 
er’s mood. All, however, prove that love for 
his sister reigned supreme in the innermost 
sanctuary of the poet’s soul, and was never 
dimmed during the most agonizing moment 
of discontent. These letters, with some care- 
fully prepared pages of reminiscences written 
during her years of loneliness are to be given 
to the oe after Frau von Embden’s death 
and will be a valuable contribution to German 
literature.

The Bride-Elect and Her Escort. 


“She rode a large mule, after the manner of 
Spain, the young Duke of York riding on her 
right and the legate of Rome on her left. 
She wore on her head a broad round hat the 
shape of a Cardinal’s, tied with a lace of gold 
which kept it on her head. She had a coif of 
carnation color under this hat, and her rich 
auburn hair streamed over her shoulders. Her 
goverpess, Donna Elvira, rode near the Princess, 
dressed entirely in black, with a kerchief on her 


head and black cloths hanging down beside her 


cheeks like a religious woman. Four Spanish 
women followed on mpies, wearing the same 
broad hats as tLeir mistress. An English woman 
dressed in cloth of gold and riding a palfrey was 
appointed to lead the mule of each Spanish dam- 
sel; but as those women did not sit on the same 
side in riding as the English 
pair seemed to ride back to back as if they had 
quarreled.“ The bride-elect went direct to the 
bishop's palace, and when prepared for the wed- 
ding ceremony she was led by Henry (afterward 
Henry VIII.), then a boy of eleven, from the Bish- 
op's palace to St. Paul's. She wore upon her 
head a coif of white silk, with a scarf bordered 
with cold. and pearls and precious stones, five 
inches and a half broad, which veiled a great 
part of herface. Her gown was very large, both 
the sleeves and also the body with many plaits. 
Prince Arthur attired in white satin appeared on 
the other side of the mount; and the hands of the 
rincely pair were joined by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury nineteen bishops and mitered abbots 
assisting. Within six months Arthur died. 

Two months after the accession of Henry VIII. 
to England’s throne, in 1509, there was another 
weddi in which Katharine was the bride. 
Henry VIII. married his brother’s widow, and 
aside from political reasons was evidently proud 
and fond of ner. When the young English King 
and Spanish Queen proceeded to the Palace of 
Westminster fortheir coronation it is recorded 
that of all the pageants prepared for royalty this 
was the most ideal and beautiful. Katharine was 
then 24, and Lord Herbert says few women 
te with her.“ She was attired as a 
bride in white embroidered satin, her hair. which 
was beautiful, hung at length down her back. 
almost to her feet, and on ber head was 
a coronet set with many rich stones. 
She was seated in a litter of white clothof 


' gold, borne by two white horses. She was fol- 


lowed by the female nobility of England, drawn 
in whirlicotes, a species of vehicle that preceded 
the ase of coaches. 


Katharine Takes the Reins of Government. 


It was not long before Henry VIII. was at war 
with France, and when he invaded France in per- 
son he intrus Katharine with the high- 
est powers ever bestowed on a female regent 
in England. The reins of government were not 
only placed in her hands, but she was made 
captain of all the mings forces, with the assist- 
ance of five nobies. She conducted affairs with 
consummate tact and discretion worthy the 
daughter of the great Queen Isa In 
1516 Mary, Katharine’s only daughter, was born. 
The following year Emperor Charles V., eldest 
son of Katharine’s insane sister, Joanna, visited 
England and enjoyed three Cay banqueting at 
Canterbury with King Henry VIII. and Queen 
Katharine of Aragon, after which Katharine en- 
tertained her imperial nephew for six days at 
Calais. In 1522 Emperor Charles V. was again 
in England to remain six weeks, and Kath- 
arine received him standing in the hall- 
door at Greenwich palace, holding the little 
Princese Mary by the hand. His ostensible er- 
rand on this occasion was to betroth himself to 
this little cousin Mary, then six years old. The 
little girl became well acquainted with him dur- 
ing his visit and was taught to consider herself as 
his Empress. The union accorded with the polit- 
ical arrangements between Charles V. and Henry 
VIII., and the Emperor engaged to marry 
Princess Mary when she attained her 
twelfth year; but the course of 
the summer of 1525 Emperor Charles V. 
was privately engaged to Isabel of Portugal, 
which was the first sorrow experienced by the un- 


fortunate Mary. and he was married before the 


end of that year. He was at that time burning 
with indignation at private intelligence which 
had reached him that Henry VIII. meditated a 
divorce from Queen Katharine and the conse- 
2 disinheriting of her daughter Mary. 

e justified his own conduct by a 
sharp letter of reproach to Henry VIII. As 
time rolled on and the miseries of Katharine and 
— 4 culminated, the whole European sky black - 
0 with storms. 


Mother and Daughter Separated. 


The fidelity of the child to the mother was the 
assertion ofa right to be next in succession to the 
crown, and if Katharine escaped with Mary from 
England to the continent it was clear that war 
would instantly follew. Thus mother and daugh- 
ter were forcibly separated. 

The subsequent events in the lives of these 
two famous wowen Mrs. Lamb passes over 
lightly until Mary decides to marry her cousin, 
Philip of Spain. Of this she says: 

This resolution caused an ominous alarm, and 
insurrections followed of a serious character 
among her subjects, in quelling which she dis- 
played wonderful cour and ability. She was 
eleven years older than Philip, who was 27 at this 
date. When the arrangements were perfected for 
their union hecame from Valladolid, where he 
had been governing Spain as regent for his in- 
sane, grandmother, Queen Joanna, arriving in 
England in July, 1554. It was a Aroll vehicle in 
which Queen Mary I. and her ladies went 
out to meet royal bridegroom. 
Mary's order for it, in her own handwrit- 
ing reads: One waggon of timber work with 
wheels, axletrees, and benches: and fine red cloth 
to cover the said waggon, fringed with red silk, 
and lined with red buckram: the waggon to be 
painted outside with red. Alsocollars, draughts, 
and harness of red leather: a hammercloth, with 
our arms and badges of our colors, and all things 
2 to the said waggon, which is for the 
adies and gentlewomen of our privy chamber.” 

‘The marriage took place in great state July 25 
Tan event fatal to Mary’s happiness; and, En- 
gland aud Rome ming reconciled, the shock- 
ing persecutions commenced which disgraced her 
name and reign.

Among 
many great patrons we read of Charles I. re- 
uesting that a copy of the Harmony of the 
fospels ”’ should be prepared and bound for 
him. The work of the cover was intrusted to 
Miss Mary Collet, a neice of Nicholas Ferrer, 
and no doubt one of the most skillful of his 
band; the book, we are told, was all wrought 
in gold in a most elegant fashion.” Quite

same Ihe cover is of — velvet. 
with the English arms embroidered in quaint 
work on both sides. 
cover shown in the cut, doubtless exe- 
cuted by Little Gidding workers, was made 
for a most beautifully and minutely printed 
copy of the New Testament bearing the date 
of 1682, which it protects. The cover, origi- 
nally of white satin, has now the appearance 
of a piece of brown kid, and a great portion 
of the silk embroidery and most of the span- 
gies are entirely worn off. The exact dimen- 
sions of the cover are two and a quarter inches 
by four and a half inches, and it is three-quar- 
ters of an inch thick, ‘resembling, therefore, 
somewhat in proportion the finger prayer- 
books which have of late years come into 
fashion. 

The stitches are of the finest description of 
feather work. The coloring of the leaves is 
mainly of a blue-green, shading off into yel- 
low, while some of the flowers are worked in 
shades of blue and others in yellow. The 
narrow border which goes round the sides of the 
book, as well as the scroll-work stem to the 
flowers and leaves, is formed of a double row 
of fine silver twist, with a lItme of spangles 
fastened on between them, spangles being also 
plentifully seattered on the whole of the 
groundwork of the cover. The outer edges of 
the book are finished off by a binding of sil- 
ver braid, and the inner lining of this precious 
little relic of seventeenth century workman- 
ship is of delicate rose-pink silk. 


NOT 80 EXTRAVAGANT AFTER ALL. 


The College Woman's Expenses Are Much 
Less than Her Brother's. 

A well-bred, intelligent, and refined girl un- 
dergraduate, who could not be called in any 
sense either a frivolous or a fashionable 
woman, insists that it is impossible for a col- 
lege woman to meet the demands of study, 
personal progress, personal comfort, and per- 
sonal popularity on less than $865 a year, be- 
sides the essential expenses of tuition, cloth- 
ing, board and lodging. One-third of this 
amount is required to cover the gracious 
courtesies extended to friends—courtesies 
which, according to,her idea, are in a measure 
1 included in the price of popu- 
larity. e girl is what men would call a col- 
lege swell, yet the obligations of her high 
place cost her papa just about one-half or one- 
third the amount it requires’ to enable her 
brother to maintain a similar place of promi- 
nence in Yale, Harvard, or Princeton. 

On the other hand, plenty of girls cover all 
expenses outside of tuition on a smaller 
amount than this. A dollar a day is con- 
sidered a fair allowance by the ambitious 
girl student with which to keep the wolf from 
the door. She shares a room with two or 
three of her companions, feasts off crackers, 
cocoa, eggs, cereals, and similar inexpensive 
food whichshe prepares herself over a gas 
stove as large asa teacup, and with an occa- 
sional luxury in the line of a beefsteak or 
oyster patty keeps welland happy on her 
sinall allowance and even indulges in an oc- 
casional gpread of taffy, or olives and 
éclaires. 

In spite of the traditional theory of woman’s 
extravagance it will be found on investiga- 
tion that a girl lives betterand more com- 
fortably on a small income than aman can, 
and while the man invariably owes his entire 
quarter’s allowance to satisfy the last quarter’s 
creditors the girl is never in debt. Rarely 
does the college woman find herself in debt 
at the close of her university course, but many 
a woman graduate turns her old gowns and 
teaches dead languages to help the man she 
marries pay off the college obligations in- 
curred years before he saw her.
